ALLOWANCE FOR TEN WORKING DAYS AND DEPARTURE ON FRIDAY, 

JANUARY 27. THE DEPARTURE DATE WILL BE DEPENDENT PRI- 
MARILY ON THE AGENDA WHICH DR. AHMED BADRAN, CO-CHAIRMAN, 
DEVELOPS. 
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2. IT IS ANTICIPATED THERE WILL BE ONE OR TWO DAYS OF 
GENERAL ORIENTATION FOR ALL PARTICIPANTS, AFTER WHICH 
SEPARATE APPOINTMENTS, AGENDA, AND ITINERARIES WILL BE 
DEVELOPED FOR SUBCOMMITTEE MEMBERS AND U.S. PARTICPANTS SO 
THEY MAY FOLLOW THEIR INDIVIDUAL SPECIFIC RESEARCH INTER- 
ESTS. DISCUSSIONS OF THE SCIENTISTS ACCOMPANY THE SUB 
COMMITTEE WILL FOCUS PRIMARILY ON DEVELOPMENT OF RESEARCH 
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STUDIES OF TOPICS DISCUSSED IN THE SUBCOMMITTEE REPORT OF 

FY 1977. AS THESE INDIVIDUAL AND DETAILED DISCUSSIONS OF 
SPECIFIC TOPICS ARE COMPLETED, IT IS EXPECTED THE INDIVID- 
UAL EXPERTS WILL REPORT BACK TO THE SUBCOMMITTEE AND 
SUMMARIZE THEIR PLANS FOR DEVELOPMENT OF RESEARCH ACTIVI-

INSIGHT INTO RESOURCES, INCLUDING ACADEMIC ENVIRONMENT, 
SCIENTIFIC PERSONNEL, INSTITUTIONAL BASIC SCIENCE, CLINICAL 
AND FIELD FACILITIES IN CAIRO AND TO THE EXTENT POSSIBLE, 
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ELSEWHERE, WHICH CAN BE BROUGHT TO BEAR UPON THE HEALTH 
AND RESEARCH TOPICS IDENTIFIED IN PREVIOUS MEETINGS.

INFORMED PROMPTLY OF THE ESTIMATED ADJOURNMENT DATE SO THE 
COMMITTEE MEMBERS CAN SCHEDULE RETURN FLIGHTS.
